Extract  from  a Report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Honourable  the  Privy  Council,  approved  by 
His  Excellency  on  the  8th  January,  1870. 

The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  consid- 
eration the  annexed  Memorandum,  dated  6th 
January,  1870,  from  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Justice 
with  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  109th  and 
following  sections  of  the  Act  32-.33  Vic.,  Cap.  29, 
respecting  the  rules  to  be  observed  on  the  execution  of 
judgment  of  death  on  any  prisoner  after  the  coming 
into  effect  of  that  Act  (1st  January,  1870),  and  they 
humbly  advise  that  the  recommendations  submitted  in 


the  said  Memorandum  be  approved,  and  that  the 
I'ules  and  regulations  therein  set  forth  be  sanctioned 
under  the  |)rovisions  of  the  118lh  section  of  the  Act 
refei'red  to.

’I’he  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that  by 
the  32  and  33  Vic.,  cap.  29,  sec.  109,  judgment  of 
death  to  be  executed  on  any  prisoner  after  the  coming 
into  force  of  that  Act  (1st  .January,  1870)  shall  be  car- 
ried into  eff'ect  within  the  walls  of  the  prison  in  which 
the  offender  is  confined  at  the  time  of  execution. 

’I’he  following  sections  detail  tlie  persons  who  shall 
be  present  at  the  execution  ; the  mode  in  which  the 
death  shall  be  certified,  and  Coroner’s  inquest  held 
thereon,  ami  the  place  of  burial  of  the  body. 

By  section  1 18  it  is  provided  that  the  Governor  in 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  to  be  observed  on  the  execution  of  judg- 
ment of  death  in  every  itrison,  as  he  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  expedient,  for  the  piir]iose,  as  well  of  guard- 
ing against  any  abuse  of  such  execution,  ns  also  of 
giving  greater  solemnity  to  the  same,  and  of  making 
known  without  the  prison  walls  the  fact  that  such 
execution  is  taking  place. 

The  sections  in  question  are  taken  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Imperial  Statute,  31  Yic. , cap.  24,  with 
which  they  are  identical,  except  that  the  rules  and 
regulations  mentioned  in  section  118,  to  be  made  by 
the  Governor  in  Council,  are  under  the  Imperial 
Statute  to  be  made  by  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal 
Secietaries  of  State. 

The  undersigned  has  deemed  it  advisable  to  ascer- 
tain what  steps  were  taken  in  England  to  carry  out 
that  portion  of  the  Act,  and  be  has  obtained  a copy 
of  the  rules  made  by  Mr.  Secretary  Gathorne  Hardy, 
■and  which“appear  to  have  been  promulgated  by  him 
on  the  13th  August,  1868. 

The  undersigned  is  of  opinion  that  the  same  so  far 
as  suited  to  Canada  should  be  adopted  for  the  Domin- 
ion, and  he  therefore  recommends  that  the  following 
rules  be  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  .32  and  .33  Vic.,  cap.  29,  for  regu- 
lating the  execution  of  capital  sentences,  that  is  to 
say 

1.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  it  is  recommended 
that  the  executions  should  take  place  at  the  hour  of  8 
a.rn. 

2.  The  mode  of  execution  and  the  ceremonial  attend- 
ing it,  to  be  the  same  as  heretofore  in  use. 

3.  A black  flag  to  be  hoisted  at  the  moment  of 
execution  upon  a staff  placed  on  an  elevated  and  con- 
spicuous part  of  the  prison,  and  to  remain  displayed 
for  one  hour. 

4.  The  bell  of  the  prison,  or,  if  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  that  purpose,  the  bell  of  the  parish  or  other 
neighbouring  church,  to  be  tolled  for  15  minutes  before 
and  15  minutes  after  the  execution. 

The  undersigned  further  recommends  that  any  Order 
in  Council  to  be  passed  on  this  report  be  communicated 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Provinces  to  the 
Lieuten<ant-Governors  of  the  several  Provinces.

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  ])urview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  ’1  ram- 
way,  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 


of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  iieculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  i^roperty  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com-

"v^THEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interests 
VV  of  the  Municipality  of  Richmond  that  the 
conditions,  recpurements  and  regulations  in  order  to 
obtain  and  hold  licences  for  the  .sale  of  snirituous,  fer- 
mented and  intoxicating  liquors  should  be  defined  by 
by-law. 

1.  (a.)  Where  the  words  “licpior”  or  “ lujuors  ” 

occur  in  this  by-law  they  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
and  include  all  spirituous  and  malt  liquors,  and  all 
combinations  of  li(pu)rs  and  drinks  and  di'inkablc 
liquors  whicli  are  intoxicating  : ^ 

(/).)  Where  the  words  “Board,”  or  tlie  “Commis- 
sioners,” or  the  “Board  of  Licensing  Commissioners” 

occur  in  tliis  by-law  tlicy  shall  be  construed  to  mean 

and  include  the  “Board  of  Licensing  Commissioners”

r>.  A hotel  licence  shall  authorise  the  person  named 
in  the  licence  to  sell  and  dispose  of  on  the  premises 
named  in  the  licence,  liipior  by  retail  in  any  building 
used  as  a hotel,  and  contaiiung  not  less  than  twelve 
bed-rooms,  actually  furnished  and  used  for  sleeping 
jmrposes  for  guests  of  the  house. 

().  A restaurant  licence  shall  authorise  the  person 
named  in  the  licence  certificate  to  sell  or  disjiose  of 
ale,  beer,  jiorter  and  light  wines  to  guests  at  table 
with  their  meals,  upon  the  premises  used  and  occu- 
pied as  a restaui'iuit  and  fully  described  as  premises  in 
respect  of  which  such  licence  is  granted.

or  to  sales  made  under  licences  lawfullj'  issued. 

12.  No  person  having  a licence  to  sell  by  wholesale 
shall  allow  any  liquor  sold  by  him,  or  in  his  possession 
for  sale,  and  for  the  sale  and  disposal  of  which  such 
licence  is  I’equired,  to  be  consumed  within  his  ware- 
house or  shoji,  within  any  building  which  forms  part 
of  it,  or  is  appurtenant  to,  or  which  communicates  by 
any  entrance  with  any  warehouse,  shop  or  other 
premises  wherever  any  article  to  be  sold  or  disposed  of 
under  such  licence  is  sold  by  retail,  or  wherever  there 
are  kept  any  broken  packages  of  such  articles. 

13.  No  person,  unless  he  be  duly  authorised  as 
aforesaid,  shall  by  any  sign  or  notice  give  the  public 
to  believe  that  he  is  so  licensed. 

14.  No  person  shall  keep,  or  have  in  any  house, 
building,  shop,  eating  house,  or  house  of  public  enter- 
tainment, or  in  any  room  or  place  whatsoever,  for  the 
purpose  of  selling,  bartering  or  trading  therein,  any 
intoxicating  liquors  uidess  he  is  duly  licensed  for  that 
purpose  under  the  provisions  of  this  hy-law. 

15.  The  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to  pre- 
vent anj"  practising  chemist  or  druggist,  duly  author- 
ised under  any  Act  in  force  in  the  Province  to  dispense 
medicines,  from  keeping,  having  or  selling  liquors  for 
strictly  medicinal  purposes,  but  no  such  sale  shall  be 
made  in  packages  of  more  than  six  ounces  at  a time, 
except  under  a certificate  of  a registered  medical 
practitioner.  A record  of  every  sale  or  other  disposal 
of  liquors  so  made  with  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  sold  or  disposed  of,  and  the  name  of  the  medi- 
cal man  who  granted  the  certificate  for  the  same  (if 


any),  shall  be  kejit  in  a book,  which  may  lie  inspected 
at  all  reasonable  hours  by  any  police  ollicer.  But  no 
li(|Uor  so  sold  or  disposed  of  shall  be  consumed  on  the 
jiremises  on  which  the  same  are  sold. 

l(i.  All  licences  and  certificates  of  tran.sferof  licences 
shall  be  constantly  and  conspicuously  ex])osed  in  the 
licensed  warehouses  and  shops,  and  in  the  bar-rooms 
of  hotels  and  .saloons. 

17.  No  more  than  one  bar  shall  be  kc]>t  in  an}' liotel 
or  licensed  house  under  thi.s  by-law. 

18.  Every  hotel  who  receives  in  payment  or  as  a 
jiledge  for  any  liijuors  supjilied  in  or  from  his  licen.sed 
premises  anything  but  current  money,  or  the  debtor’s 
own  cheque  on  a bank  or  banker,  shall  for  each  oll'ence 
incur  a penalty  not  excel  ding  twenty  dollars,  besides 
costs. 

It).  Any  officer,  jiolicemaii,  constable  or  inspector 
may,  for  the  jmrpose  of  jireventing  or  detecting  any 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  which 
it  is  his  duty  to  enforce,  at  any  time  enter  into  any 
or  every  part  of  any  hotel,  or  house  of  entertainment, 
warehouse,  or  other  ])lace  wherein  lefreshmenls  or 
liipiors  are  sold,  or  reputed  to  be  sold,  whether  under 
lieence  or  not,  and  may  search  every  ])art  theieof,  and 
of  the  premises  connected  therewith,  as  he  thinks 
necessary  for  the  inupose  aforesaid,  and  every  person 
who  is  therein,  and  who  refuses  to  admit  such  officer, 
jjoliceman,  constable  or  inspector,  demanding  to  enter 
in  ])ursuance  of  this  section  in  the  execution  of  his 
duty,  or  who  obstructs  or  attemjits  to  obstruct  the 
entry  of  such  officer,  jioliceman,  inspector  or  constable, 
or  any  such  search  as  afoi'csaid,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  jienalties  of  this  )>y-law. 

20.  No  licence  shall  be  granted  to  any  ajqilicant 
under  this  by-law^  who  is  not  of  the  full  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

21.  Every  person  licensed  under  this  by-law  wlsi 
permits  drunkenness  or  any  violent,  (juarrelsome  or 
disoi'derly  conduct  to  take  place  on  his  jireniises,  or 
who  sells  or  delivers  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  minor 
or  to  any  drunken  person,  or  permits  any  minor  or 
drunken  person  to  consume  intoxicating  liquor  on  the 
pi’emises,  or  permits  jicrsons  of  notoriously  bad  char- 
acters to  assemble  or  meet  on  his  jn-emisea,  or  jiermits 
any  gambling  or  any  unlawful  game  to  be  played  or 
carried  on  on  his  premises,  shall  incur  a penalty  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution. 

22.  Every  liotel-keeper  who  fails  or  refuses,  either 
personally  or  through  an}'one  acting  on  his  behalf, 
except  for  some  valid  reason,  to  supply  lodging  or 
accommodation  to  any  person  demanding  the  same, 
and  every  hotel-keeper  who  refuses  to  supjily  meals  to 
any  person  demanding  the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
offence  under  this  by-law. 

23.  Every  hotel  authorised  under  this  by-law  shall 
contain,  and  during  the  continuance  of  the  operation 
of  this  by-lau'  shall  continue  to  contain,  not  less  than 
twelve  bed-rooms  used  for  guest  purposes,  each  of 
which  shall  contain  at  all  times  five  hundred  and  sixty 
cubic  feet  of  space  for  each  person  occujiying  the 
same,  and  each  such  bed-room  shall  have  a window  to 
open  at  least  two  feet  square,  together  with,  in  every 
case,  a suitable  conqilement  of  bedding  and  furniture  ; 
and  every  hotel,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  be  and  shall 
have,  during  the  continuance  of  the  licence,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board,  a well  appointed  and  suffi- 
cient dining-room  in  the  same  premises,  ca])able  of 
seating  the  number  of  guests  that  can  be  ordinarily 
accommodated  at  the  hotel,  in  accordance  xvith  the 
bed-room  accommodation  hereby  provided,  with  the 
appliances  requisite  for  daily  serving  meals,  and  stab- 
ling in  connection  for  six  horses. 

24.  No  person  licensed  under  this  by-law  shall  sell 
or  deliver,  or  permit  any  sale  or  con.sumption  of, 
intoxicating  or  other  liquor  on  his  premises  between 
the  hours  of  11  o’clock,  p.  m.,  on  .Saturday  and  6 
o’clock,  a.  m.,  on  Monday,  nor  on  other  clays  between 
11  o’clock,  p.  m.,  and  G o’clock,  a.  m. 

25.  Any  person  who  has  lawfully  obtained  a licence 
under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  may,  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Licensing  Commissioners,  and  on  satisfying 
such  Licensing  Commissioners  that  such  transfer  is 
not  made  for  the  purpose  of  defeating,  delaying  or 
hindering  any  persons  who  become  creditoi’s  of  such 
licensee  while  he  held  such  licence  in  re.spect  of  the 
business  carried  on  in  such  licensed  premises,  and  on 
the  payment  of  the  fee  thereof  set  out  in  the  schedule 
hereto,  transfer  such  licence  to  any  person  or  to  any 
other  premises,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners. 
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26.  \\  hen  in  conse(|\ience  of  the  death  of  the  person 
holding  a licence,  or  in  case  he,  being  a tenant  of  the 
licensed  preniises,  is  ejected,  or  his  lease  expires  by 
efllnxion  of  time,  or  he  absconds,  or  b_y  operation  of 
the  laws  is  deprived  of  the  premises,  the  legal  repre- 
sentative of  such  iDerson,  or  the  assignee  at  law,  may, 
on  application  to  the  Licensing  Commissioners,  not- 
withstanding the  non-production  of  the  licence,  obtain 
a transfer  of  such  licence,  on  such  terms  as  to  the  said 
Commissioners  may  seem  just ; and  for  such  transfer 
a fee  of  twenty  dollars  shall  be  paid  the  municipality. 

27.  From  and  after  the  date  of  the  passing  hereof 
the  keeper  of  the  premises  which  are  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  to  whom  such  licence  is 
issued,  shall  designate  the  licensed  premises  under 
some  distinctive  sign  or  name,  to  be  approved  of  by 
the  Licc'i  ing  Commissioners,  and  shall  not  alter  or 
vary  the  same  without  the  consent  of  the  said  Licen- 
sing Commissioners.  A register  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Municipal  Clerk,  in  which  all  such  names  or  signs, 
and  a description  of  the  premises  to  which  they  apply, 
shall  be  kept.  Every  keeper  of  licensed  premises 
shall  cause  the  name  or  sign  by  which  his  premises  are 
known  to  be  entered  in  the  said  register,  and  a fee  of 
one  dollar  shall  be  paid  by  such  keeper  for  every  entry 
so  made. 

28.  Any  person  may  be  prosecutor  or  complainant 
under  this  by-law.  All  convictions  obtained  under 
this  by-law  against  persons  holding  licences  shall  be 
endorsed  by  the  convicting  Magistiates  on  the  back 
of  said  licences,  and  any  licence  or  renewal  of  licence 
issued  under  this  by-law  shall  become  absolutely  for- 
feited whenever  tliree  convictions  under  this  by-law 
shall  have  been  obtained  and  endorsed  on  the  back  of 
any  licence  certificate  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  this  by-law.  All  informations  or  complaints 
for  the  prosecution  of  any  offence  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  laid  or  made  in 
writing  within  thirty  days  after  the  commission  of  the 
offence. 

29.  For  any  and  every  violation  of  any  part  or  por- 
tion of  this  by-law  for  which  no  penalty  or  penalties 
are  hereinbefore  imposed,  a penalty  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars  besides  costs,  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Police  Magistrate  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  convicting  : 
such  penalty,  with  costs  to  be  levied  by  distress  and 
sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender  or  offenders, 
and  in  default  of  any  or  sufficient  distress  being  found, 
imprisonment  for  any  period  not  to  exceed  two  months 
may  be  imposed  in  lieu  of  said  penalty  and  costs, 
unle.ss  the  same  be  sooner  paid.
